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MB: I've been holding a memorandum here which was 

dictated on- Friday. This last memorandum from you dated 
15th represents your own look at the thing and readiness 
to go ahead. When is the multilateral meeting scheduled 
now? 


GB: They're really a hit and miss; it's really just 
an attempt to keep the thing going formally without 
reading much life in it. t 

MB: The President's feel is that maybe we ought to 
be doing a little better than that in the light of our 
trbubles with the Germans. Do you want to poke the experts 
and see if we should have a meeting later in the week — as 

well as the Defense experts? 

GB: All right. 

MB: I may send this memo out and that will be the 

background for it. I think I may check with him. I don’t 
have a formal recommendation yet from Bob — I'll talk to 
Paul about that. 

GB: Right. I've just had a bit of a shock on this 
Viet-Nam traffic, because I had put very very tight re- 
strictions on it over the weekend and now I discover that 
Lodge had put it in CAS channels, so we have lost control 
of it. I'm going to try to get it back in our channels. 

I had held it that there were only four people in the 
Department who had access to it. Copies were being fed 
directly to Gilpatric and McCone with the request they 
control the distribution there. This means we have to 
get it back in channel, and I'm working on that. 

MB: Very good. 
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
